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NAVIGABLE RIVERS 

In “‘A History of Inland Transport and Com- 
munication in England,” by Edwin A. Pratt, re. 
cently published in London, three chapters are 
devoted to rivers, including one on river improve- 
ments and industrial expansion. The whole sub- 
ject is treated historically and commercially, and 
should not be without interest to the peowre of a 
city situated as St. Louis is. ; 

Dwellers on the banks of the Mississippi can 
appreciate the truth of the following remarks: 
“Rivers further helped to develop that civiliza- 
tion which is directly encouraged by facility of 
communication between groups of people who 
rould otherwise assuredly remain backward in 
social progress. It will even be found that down 
to’the turnpike, if not, indeed, to the railway, 
era in this country communities dwelling on the 
banks of navigable rivers, and thus possessing 
a ready means of communication at all times with 
others having a like advantage, attained to a 
higher degree of culture, refinement and social 
standing than people in localities where, remote 
from any river or possible highway, they were 
shut off by bad roads from all intercourse with 
their fellow-men for, at least, the whole of: the 
winter months.” 

Above the port of London itself the navigation 
of the Thames, England’s longest river, having a 
length of 201% miles, was of the greatest advan- 
tage to a considerable extent of country, and the 
value of these services was increased by various 
tributaries of the Thames. But whatever the 
original capacity of rivers naturally navigable, 
there came a time in England, as here, when, by 
reason either of their inherent defects or of the 
use of larger vessels, they required a certain 
amount of regulation.

Like almost all nat- 
uralists, Mr. Hurter has never persorrally known 
of an instance in which a snake ever killed any- 
one. Undoubtedly people have been killed by pois- 
onous snakes in this country, but mén who 
catch them afd handle them, as "Me. Hurter does, 
almost never happen to know of these cases ex- 
ceptyby hearsay. Nevertheless, Mr. Hurter 
not go unprepared. lle always takes into 
field with him permangranate of potassium 
strychnine, 

“If a poisonous snake bit me,” he said, “f would 
at once open the flesh between the two small 
wounds made by the fangs, and make the place 
bleed freely. This would wash away some part 
of the poisoh. If T could, I would suck the wound 
also, and then apply the permangranate of po- 
tassium. Simultaneously with the application of 
oe potassium, I would begin taking strychnine

The contrary. view is taken by the 
International Bible Students’ Associa- 
tion, which is embodied by DecKer in 
this declaration: 

“We do not forget the parable of 
the sheep and the goats, and the eon- 
cluding sentence: ‘These ‘shall go 
away into everlasting punishment.’ 
“But it is a mistake to suppose, as 
some do, that .punishment necessarily 
implies pain, torture, or any conscious 
suffering. On the contrary,. ‘capitag 
punishment’ among civilized nations 
means death, inflicted in as painless a 
manner as may be. Other Scriptures 
make ‘the subject quite plain, saying: 
‘The wages (or punishment) of sin is 
death.’ Hence the. everlasting punish- 
ment declared to be the just merit of 
wilful sin will be everlasting death, or 
a death which will never end, from 
which there will be no resurrection, and 
consequently not endless torment or 
grief. 

“Nor need we pass by the words, 
part from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and his 
servants.’

OVERNMENT SUES 
PREVENT TRUST 
CONTROLLING NEWS 


|Western Newspaper Union and 
American Press Association 
Accede to Demands. 


EACH ACCUSES THE OTHER 


U. S. Alleged Competitors Were 
in War Which, Meant , Ulti- 
mate of Rural Papers. 


Assoc iated Press, 
CHIC AGO, Aug. 3.—With the filing of 


un agreed decree in a civil anti-trust 
suit against the Western Newspaper 
l’nion and the American Press Associa- 
tion, the Federal Government today 
took an advanced step under the Sher- 
man law to prevent what the Depart- 
ment of Justice regarded as the possi- 
bility of a combination to inflidence the 
thought of many million readers of ru- 
ral newspapers. 

The proceedings in this anti-trust suit 
were terminated in record time, United 
States District Judge Kenesaw M. Lan- 
dis offering the agreed decree immedi- 
ately following the filing of the Gov- 
ernment’s petition, and the answer of 
the defendants. The suit was directed 
against the fellowing corporate and in- 
dividual defendants: 

Central West Publishing Co. (holding 
company of the Western Newspaper 
Union), Western Newspaper Union, 
Western Newspaper Union of New York, 
George A: Joslyn of Omaha, Neb.: John 
FF’. Cramer, Milwaukee: H. H. Fish, 
Omaha: M. H. McMillen, Chicago: 
American Press Association, organized 
in New York; American Press Associa- 
tion, organized in West Virginia: Court- 
land Smith, W. G. Brogan and Maurice 
I’. Germond. 


Would End a Trade War. 
The decree is designed to end a bitter 


trade war between these corporations, 
which furnish ‘boiler’ plate’’ and 
“ready print” to thousands of country 
newspapers... The defendants are re- 
strained from combining or continuing 
alleged unfair methods in competition 
which would result in destroying one or 
the other, and a complete monopoly 
for qe survivor, with all its potential 
power of influencing the sentiments on 
economic and other important ques- 
tions of the readers of the 16,000 small 
newspapers of the United States, which 
it is estimated fall into the hands of 
two-thirds of the people of the country. 

Pointing out that an attempt was 
made in 1909 to bring about a con- 
solidation of these interests the Goyv- 
ernment petition Says: 

“The expectation was that in view 
of the great power thus~acquired in 
disseminating information the united 
property could be disposed of at 
great profit to those interested in 
instilling certain economic ideas fn 
the minds of the public and that it 
was the design that such a disposi- 
tion of it should be made, 


News Is Interstate Commodity. 
“The circulation from week tof 


week, of information of articles deal- 
ing with questions of public impor- 
tance is of itself interstate com- 
merce and for one concern to 
quire the power to distribute all such 
information and to deceive the, pub- 
lic by its perversion is itself se- 
rious and substantial restraint upon 
and a monopolizing of interstate 
trade and commerce. Such a restraint 
and monopoiy will result, unless de- 
fendants be restrained from carrying 
on their warfare against each other.

“If all plate and ready print’ were 
supplied by one concern, then the news 
thus distributed and the discussion of 
economies and other important ques- 
tions thus supplied, would all be de- 
signed to turn the sentiments of the 
readers to one particular view, and that 
presentation of diverse views and full 
and free discussion of important ques- 
tions from different standpoints, which 
is essential to their proper understand- 
ing and hence necessary to the best 
public interests, would be prevented.’ 

William D, Chantland, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney-General, investi- 
gated and developed the Government’s 
case. James A. Fowler, assistant to the 
Attorney-General, conducted the nego- 
tiation which brought about a friendly 
settlement. The petition in equity also 
is signed by Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham and James H. Wilkerson, United 
States attorney at Chicago. 

Defendants Play Tit for Tat. 

Mr. Wilkerson explained the defend- 
ants had agreed to the decree on 
ing shown copies of the Government's 
petition before the appearance in court.

The conference lasted the greater part 
of the afternoon, and at its close it was 
announced that a definite statement of 
Dr. Gradwohl's findings would be made 
public tomorrow. It was intimated that 
interesting developments would then 
occur. It is known that Dr. Gradwohl’s 
report is materially different from Dr. 
Baldwin's. 

Employed by Meyer. 

Dr. Gradwohl was employed by Mev- 
er a week ago to make an expert chem- 
ical examination to determine the cause 
of Mrs. Goe's death. 

Mrs. Goe-was.taken to the Henrietta 
Hospital in East St. Louis, July 235, 
and died about four hours later. Her 
attending physician before ‘that tinie. 
rad been her husband’s father, Pr. 
Harry S. Goe of 795 Aubert avenue, St. 
Louis. -He ‘diagnosed her complaint as 
typhoid fever. This diagnosis was ac- 
cepted by the hospital physicians. 

Mrs. Goe made no will, and left an 
estate said to he worth between $39,- 
000 and $40,000. 

Since his wife’s death Goe has been 
at his father’s home on Aubert avenue. 
Since he went there it has been said 
that he was too iil to be seen. 

Dr. Otto Wilhelmj of the Henrietta 
Hospital staff signed the death, certifi- 
cate, assigning typhoid fever as the 
cause. Since the jiovestigation started 
he has said that gastritis also may have 
been a factor. 

When:Sheriff Mulconnery, State’s At- 
torney Tecklenburge and Attorney Hen- 
cdricks hurried from East St. Louis 
they said they had been ‘summoned to 
Dr Gradwohl’s office. They arrived 
there shortly after 2 p. m. ‘ 

Meyer shortly afterwards joined them. 
At the close of the conference behind 
closed doors Dr. Gradwohl said to 2 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

Can Give Out Nothing. 

“T cannot give out anything. The case 
is in the hands of Mr. Hendricks and 
the gentlemen who came here with 
him.” 

Asked if his researches led to a dif- 
ferent’ result from those found by Dr. 
Baldwin he replied: 

‘“‘l cannot say that I have finished my 
work, At’ any rate there is nothing 
which I can give cut at this’ time.” 

After the conference Attorney Hez- 
dricks said that the result of Dr. Grad- 
wohl's investications could not be given 
out until tomorrow afternoon. 

“He has not made a complete report,’ 
said Hendricks. ‘‘There is still work td 
be done. I cay say, however, that Dr. 
Baldwin did not see everythings in this 
case. There were some things which he 
missed. He did not see these things as 
Dr. Gradwohl saw them. But no ac- 
tion will be taken todayr.’’ 

‘Sheriff Muleonnery and Tecklenburg 
also gave the impressign that Dr. Bald- 
win's report was hoy considered con- 
clusive. 

“No official action will be taken at 
this time,” said Tecklenburg. ‘‘Nothing 
can be done until Monday. By that time 
Wwe expect to have a clear and definite 
idea as to what caused Mrs. Goe’'s 
death.”’

The plunder already recovered by the 
police is estimated to be worth about 
$10,600. This plunder was dug out 
of nine big trunks and spread out in the 
basement of the station. 

Besides this, Guthrie got $11,800 in one 
series of forgeries in 24 days. It is 
Known also that has stocks and 
bonds worth about $10,000. He has in ad- 
dition admitted he speculated exten- 
Sively through the brokerage firm of 
Babcock, Rushton & Co., and it is said 
he lost Money in théseé operations. 

Credit for Guthrie's capture belongs 
to Hugh C. McCaffery of a national de- 
tective agency. ; McCaffery had been on 
the man’s trail since May. But McCaf- 
fervy wanted Guthrie oily for forgery. 
He did not suspect the man also was a 
burglar. 

Iries to Swallow Paper. 

Lieut. James Markham caught the 
prisoner while he was being searched 
at the station trying to swallow two 
bits of paper. Those two bits of paper, 
choked from his throat, connected 
Guthrie with 11 burglaries. 

The victims in each instance were so- 
ciety people. Guthrie went to the so- 
ciety columns to get the names of peo- 
ple to rob, and he robbed people who 
were abroad or in Florida. 

Not content with the thrills and pro- 
ceeds of burglary, the former scKool- 
master took to forgery. That led to his 
undoing. 

One day in March he read that Mrs. 
Zila Wilson of Drexel boulevard was 
He waited until 
she was well on her way across the 
J’acific. Then he began to write checks 
with Mrs. Wilson’s signature at the 
hottom of them. The checks were on 
the Central Trust Co. Mrs. Wilson was 
away, and the bank could not question 
the sigrfature. Guthrie got $11,800 in the 
society Woman's name. -He made sav- 
ings deposits at the Illinois Trust Co. 
April 24 he checked out his entire ac- 
count. The forgery was discovered 
when the clerks made the monthly bal- 
ance, ~ 

Then detectives took up the trail of 
the forger. Today McCaffery and an- 
other agency detective waited at the 
Northern Trust Co. They caught 
Guthrie as he was making a deposit. 
Trapped, Guthrie fought furiously to 
get away, but the two men overpowered 
him. McCaffery. started down Clark 
ttreet with his man. In front of the 
Stock Exchange Building:a man coming 
from the opposite direction, either by 
accident or design, bumped into the de- 
tective. That separated him momentar- 
iiy from his prisoner, and Guthrie 
seized the opportunity to break for lib- 
erty.

He Cashed to Washington. street and 
turned the cerner, running west.

The purchase and sale of sample and 
special posters form a large and rapid- 
ly increasing portion of the interstate 
and foreign commerce of the United 
States, and any interference with it is 
held to be a violation of the Sherman

Van Antwerpen, Who Broke His 
Parole, Recognized on the 
Street by Detectives. 


FIFTH WIFE IS DISCOVERED 
Man Who Uses Numerous 


Names Won Women. by 
His Confiding Way. 





Charles Van Antwerpen, 40 years old, 
small and delicate of body, bald of pate 
and gently wheedling in his speech and 
manner, was arrested vesterday after- 
noon at Ninth and Olive streets on one 
of three pending charges of bigamy. 

His frail appearance and his confiding 
ways, the police say, have been the 
means by which he has won the sym- 
pathy of women and has contracted 
numerous marriages. In doing this, the 
police say, he has changed his name 
frequently. 

Van Antwerpen became ill in his cell 
later and was taken to the dispensary 
and from there to the city hospital, 
and physicians said that he was 
suffering from quick consumption. His 
sentence still has some time to run, and 
the doctors stated that it was doubtful 
is he would live out his term. 

A routine order for his arrest had 
been out since June, 1911, when his 
parole from a two-year penitentiary 
sentence was revoked by Judge Taylor. 
The parole was granted when Van Ant<- 
werpen pleaded gullty to a technical 
charge of mistreating a child and threw 
himself on the mercy of the court. 


Search Lagged for a Tim 
The search for Van Antwerpen "toned 


after several months, but was renewed 
about four months ago, when the fifth 
wife of whom the St. Louts authorities 
have any knowledge appeared with a 
complaint that he had deserted her after 
a brief married life. Detectives Fiman 
and Chrismer made the arrest yester- 
day. 

Van Antwerpen, the police say, is 

nown in other parts of the country as 
William E. Weber, William Schroeder 
and B. Summers, has served two years 
in the Milwaukee Reformatory for big- 
amy and escaped a five-year peniten- 
tiary term for bigamy in Iowa by jump- 
ing his bond. His record began @eg@@ing 
out in January, 1911, when he Was ar- 
rested in St. Louis. He then was Hying 
with Mrs. Margaret Mulcahey Van Ant- 
werpen, to whom he had been married 
about three years and by whom he 
has a son. 

Thé arrest was caused by Miss Eva 
Ames of Freeburg, Ill., who declared 
that Van Antwerpen, using the name of 
Summers, had married her at Freeburg 
and was the father of her baby, then 6 
months old. It was lex.~ned by éthe 
police that Van Antwerpen had married 
Miss Ames while temporarily separated 
froii” his “S€“Touis wife, to whom he 
later returned. 

The Freeburg wife, however, 
failed to prosecute and conviction. on 
a chargé of bigamy therefore was 
impossible. The police then charged 
Vah Antwerpen with mistreating his 
St. Louis child by failing to provide 
for it. 

Five-Year Sentence in Iowa, 

The investigation incidental to this 
prosecution showed thi Van Ant- 
werpen, posing as Webér, had been 
married at Blufftown, Io, to Miss 
Dulsa F. Dalzell, while he had a 
wife, known as Mrs. Hattie Schroe- 
der, and a son, Owen Mer! Schroeder, 
in Evansville, Ind. 
brought the five-year penitentiary 
sentence. Helen Augusta Weber, a 
daughter of Van Antwerpen and Miss 
Dalzell, is now with her grandfather, 
Charles R. Dalzell, in Blufftown, the 
police say. 

It was shown that the Indiana wife 
had divorced Van Antwerpen in Du- 
buque County, Iowa, May 14, 1901, 
and that the Iowa wife had died 
March 17, 1904, It also was revealed 
that Van Antwerpen had been in- 
valided by lung trouble from Co. 
A, Eighth United States Cavalry, and 
granted a pension of $30 a month, 
half of which was given to the son 
in Evansville and half to the daugh- 
ter in lowa. The first record of Van 
Antwerpen’s appearance in St. Louis 
was a report of his arrest on a lar- 
ceny charge about five years ago. 
He was not convicted then. 

When Judge Taylor granted the 
parole in April, 1911, it wes on the 
condition that Van Antwerpen give 
$5 a week for the support of his St. 
Louis child, and report to the court 
by mail at each term. He failed to 
provide the money or make the re- 
ports. 

In a letter from St. Francis, Kan., 
June 11. 1912, and mailed at Padla, 
Kan,, two days later, Van Antwer- 
pen wrote to Judge Taylor that he 
was ill and unable to provide for the 
child. 

The fifth wife to be heard of !n St. 
Louis was Miss Pearl Andersson, a 
school teacher of Fowler, Ul. -She 
appealed to Walter Tufford, clerk in 
Judge Taylor's court, for information 
regarding her husband, saying she 
had been told after he degerted her 
that his record might be obtained 
here. She was astounded and stunned 
when she learned of nis various mat- 
rimonial ventures, 

He married her as Van Antwerpen, 
she said, but told her his right name 
was B. Summers. He explained he 
Fs as using the aSs'\i.med name because 
he had “had a little trouble,” she told 
Tufford. Van Antwerpen had repre- 
sented himself as a salesman, she 
said. 

Finan and Chrismer came upon Van 
Antwerpen accidentaliv. When hailed 
familiarly by Finan, he pretended to 
be indignant and denied his identity. 
As soon as he recognized them, how- 
ever, he made no further attempts to 
delude them, but began coughing and 
complaining that he stil had “that 
lung trouble.” 

The police will ask’ Judge Taylor

Today four posses with blood- 
Mhirere searched the mountains and 
canyons of the Platte Valley, but it 
is believed the man has reached the 
divide at the headwaters of the 
Platte and will escape across the 
mountains into New Mexico. 

Three Tourists Are Wounded. 

The wounded are: 

Mrs. Nata Wallbrecht, wife of the 
proprietor of the hotel; may die. 

James McWherter, tourist from 
Kansas City; shot four times; may 
die. 

Harry Berman, tourist from Calli- 
fornia; condition critical. 

Mrs. Hary .Berman, fiesh wounds; 
will recover. 

Charles Wallbrecht; powder burns. 

Ethel Cathy, waitress; slight flesh 
wound. 

Wallbrecht and his wife were enter- 
taining friends at a dinner party after 
the regular hotel meal was over, when 
Ballou appeared. Wallbrecht ordered 
him toe ga, and immediately Ballou fired 
on Mr. and Mrs. Wallibrecht with two 
revolvers. Berman and McWherter 
leaped to their feet, only to be imme- 
diately shot down. Ballou continued 
firing at McWherter, but all the bullets 
passed through his arm. The fact: that 
he reeeived no .medical attention all 
night makes his condition critical. 

Ballou went to the railway station, 
pressed a revolver to the head of-the 
telegraph operator and forced him to 
go to the hotel. There the guests and 
campers who had gathered from the 
adjacent tent colony were lined up on 
the veranda while Ballou set the hotel 
afire. It was burned to the ground. 
Every few minutes Ballou would fire 
a shot into the air to intimidate his 
prisoners, none of whom om ed to inter- 
fere. 


Operator Sends Out Alarm. 

It was not until he had been gone sev- 
eral minutes that the telegraph operator 
stole to the station and sent out an 
alarm. Physicians at once were sent 
out on a special train and had to 
shovel recks and earth from the track 
to make their way over the road, which 
had been damaged by a cloudburst. The 
last four miles were made afoot, Mrs. 
Wallbrecht and McWherter were 
brought to Denver. In removing Mrs. 
Wallbrecht from the train she fell from 
the stretcher and her wounds were re- 
opened. 


Ballou is a stage driver. His wife, 16 
years old, had left him and for a time 
had taken refuge with the Walibrechts. 

This afternoon word was received 
that a man meeting the description 
of Ballou rode a jaded horse into Se- 
dalia, miles south of here, early 
today and boarded a train for the 
south, having told the operator that 
he had a ticket for Trinidad. It was 
learned, however, that the man left 
the train at Breed, a station a few 
miles north of Colorado Springs, 
where trace of him was lost. 

Before boarding the train at Se- 
dalia the man sent a telegram to 
G. 8. Ballou, who is said to reside in 
Tennessee, notifying him to come at 
once and adding that “George is 
dead. The address in Tennesste is 
unknown to the authorities. 
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Girl Wife in New Mexico on a Farm 
With Her Mother. 

LAS CRUCES, N. M., Aug. 3.—Maria 
Wollford Ballou, girl wife of the man 
who shot six persons at South Platte, 
Colo., is three miles from here with 
her mother on the farm of her step- 
father, W. G, Stewart. She is 16 
vears old. She married Ballou last 
fall, going with him to South Platte. 
Asserting that She was abused by 
her husband, she left him July 21 
and returned here. Since then, it is 
said, Ballou has tried to induce her 
to return to him.

The Grey Eagle’s orchestra kept up 
a lively tune while confusion reigned 
around, and in a few minutes a number 
of the dancers seized their partners and 
started waltzing again on the undam- 
aged part of the lower deck. 

Capt. Maurice Killeen, in command of 
the Belle, ordered her to be put in at 
the nearest landing on the St. Louis 
side, and she drew up at a point near 
the workhouse. The Belle’s searchlight, 
which was not lighted at the time of the 
collision, was lighted as she moved to 
the bank. 

The passengers at first were told that 
the Belle would remain there only a 
few minutes, and then would resume her 
run upstream. A half dozen insisted on 
getting off. 

When a hurried examination = had 
shown the extent of the damage to the 
Belle’s hull, Capt. Killeen announced 
that the boat would not proceed, and 
all the passengers got off and made 
their way to the Broadway car line.

ARCBALD TRIAL 
POSTPONED AFTER 





Senate Sets Dec. 3 as Date for 
Taking Up Impeachment 
Case. 





By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The trial of 
Judge Robert W. Archbald of the Unit- 
ed States Commerce Court, on impeach- 
ment proceedings brought by the House 
of Representatives, was today set by 
the Senate to open Tuesday, Dec. 3, the 
second day of the next regular ses- 
sion of Congress. The postponement of 
the casé came after a long fight by a 
number of Senators to have an imme- 
diate trial, as desired by the House of 
Representatives. 

The House managers, who brought 
charges of misconduct against Judge 
Archbald, demanded that the trial open 
next Wednesday, Aug. 7. Judge Arch- 
bald, through his attorney, A. S. Worth- 
ington, presented to the Senate today a 
formal request that it be deferred until 
Oct. 15, on the ground that his case 
could not be prepared before that time. 

Two Hours’ Secret Session. 
After 2 hourg spent in secret.session, 
the Senate, by a vote of 44 to 19, dé- 
termined pon the postponement. 
Proposals were made in the fight be- 
‘hind closed doors'to take the case up 
Aug. 7, Aug. 15, or Nov. 18, and the 
friends of all three of these proposals 
joined in voting against the longer post- 
ponement. 

Those who opposed the postponement 
of the case until December were: Dem- 
ocrats—Ashurst, Bacon, Bailey, Cham- 
berlain, Martine, Myers, Pomerene 
Reed, Shively, Simmons, Smith of 
Georgia, Stone, Thornion and Tillman.

Members of the Senate were 
convinced it would be impossible to 
get a full attendance of the Senate 
either just before or just after the 
elections.

Woodrow 
Wilsén came to New York tonight for 
the first time since he became the pres- 
idential nominee on the Democratic 
ticket, but scarcely @ half dozen per- 


sons saw him. 
After a busy day at the summer capi- 


tal, Seagirt, N. J., the Governor slipped 
away on a train to New York, followed 
by newspaper correspondents. Few per- 
sons recognized him on the way, and 
when he reached the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion he walked inconspicuously to the 
‘unch room, where he sat perched on 
a high stool and obtained over the 
‘counter a sandwich and a glass of but- 
termilk,.

Wilson was asked if he in- 
tended, to visit such states as might 
be designated by the Democratic 
Campaign Committee. 

“Yes,” he replied. “If I agree with 
the committee, but. there is. no 
friction among the members of the 
Campaign Committee.’ 

Harmony Prevails. 

He added thats» whatever differ- 
ences there may betas.tosthe bast 
methods of procedure in perfecting 
the organization of the campaign 
they are only such as could. be ex- 
pected among men coming from dif- 
ferent sections. of the country. How 
reports of a serious squabble among 
his political advisers originated is a 
mystery to Gov. Wilson. Within the 
last week or ten days he has con- 
ferred with six or seven members of 
the Campaign Committee and has 
found that the most parfect harmony 
prevails.

‘“GERM-CARRYING’ TOY 


Superintendent Smith Orders the 
« Children to Piay With Paper 
Dolls Hereafter. 


Pecause he is suspected of having 
harmful germs in his hair, the lit- 
tle toy dog soon will be covered with 
dust—or -ashes—if he is sent to the 
city, hospital for any of the little 
patients to play with. Likewise, the 
little toy soldier will blush with rust, 
the rosy-cheeked dolls will turn pale 
and lose their sealps and the. little 
trains and other toys will decay on 
the scrap heap. An order banishing 
the toys and ‘substitufing paper and 
shears for cutting out paper dolls and 
animals was issued yesterday by Dr.

Dr, Smith said the children pass the 
toys from one to another and thereby 
scatter germs. No.toy is so insig- 
nificant, he said, that some child will 
not treasure it a while. 
“cut-outs,” which the children will 
be urged to keep. to themselves, will 
be gathered .up each night by the 
nurses’ and: -burned. There are 19 
children, ranging in age from three 
months to five years, in the hospital 
now. Toys of all kinds were taken 
from them and dumpéd into the gar- 
bage when the order went into ef- 
fect.

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OF THE HITTITES 
2700 YEARS OLD 


LONDON, Aug. 3-—A royal palace, 
tullt and occupied about 800 B. C. by a 
priest-king of the Old Testament Hit- 
tites has been uncovered at Sakje-Genzi 
in North Syria by Prof. Garstang and 
his associates in the second expedition 
of the Liverpool Institute of Archeo- 
logy. 

entrance of the palace was 
flanked by sculptured lions and further 
decorated by bas-reliefs in Syro-Hit- 
tite style, including Pepresentations of 
the local priest-king and his retinue, 
as well as of deities and _ religious 
scenes. The whole of the palace and 
the &mall walled city that enclosed it 
has now been excavated. The walls of 
the tiny ‘“‘city” or fort, the area of 
which was but 400 by 300 feet (120,000 
square feet), were built of brick on 
massive foundations: of stone, and they 
were strengthened at frequent inter- 
vals by external towers. 

Some of the sculptures on the inner 
walls show the King in mail armor, 
niounted in his chariot, pursuing a lion, 
which he has already wounded with an 
arrow. The pavements are of sculptured 
slabs or cobbles. The outer halls were 
like those still in use in Turkish offi- 
cial buildings. 

Several thousand fragments of pottery 
have been recovered, and also remains 
of painted fabrics. Under the little 
“city” were the-stone foundations of 
houses and the burial crypts of a prim- 
itive people of the latter part of the 
stone age. 

Near the fort was Prated a mound 
160 feet high, entirely formed of the re- 
mains of successive cities reaching back 
through many centuries. It is esti- 
mated by Prof. Garstang that the 
mound, at the time of the Pharaohs of 
Egypt 1500 B. C., was at least half its

He has 
appeared ig Kansas, in Oklahoma, even in hilly 
good-roads spots—and his 
eurliest appearance in the Midle West probably 
wus ly Nebraska, pear the end of 1908, when the 
first guto outlawe in America believed to have 
beep organized into a gang committed several 
bamk robberies and made @ motor-car “getaway.” 
The Paris aute bandits, whose gang was 
brokep up a few months ago by the killing of 
the leaders, Bonnot and Garnier, and the capture 
of their chief accomplices after several spectacu- 
lar police battles, terrorized France for half a 
year, They were avowed anarchists and were 
said to have connections in every European capi- 
tal for the disposal of their loot. The money was 
deposited like the proceeds of ordinary business 
transactions. One of the bandits kept a set of 
bouks 
It ta believed that about 30 men were in the 
Parla aute gang. They robbed banks, stores and 
individuals, usually appearing and escaping 
egsily in @ big touring car of high speed: Mur- 
der actempanied many of their raids. Shortly 
after they had killed an assistant chief of de 
aon the forces of jaw and order ran two of 
the leaders to bay in a garage near Paris, bomb 
arded the buildings with bullets and finally blow- 
lag Mt up with dynamite. One of the outlaws was 
dead and the other dyipg.

HUS the auto bandit has ecome a menace 
T to the public and a puzzle to the police, The 

increasing output of the automobile. indus- 
try augments the menace. Unhappily, every 
stretch of good road added to the public domain 
makes opportunity for the auto outlaw, Our once- 
faithful, but, alas, departed friend the bicycle was 
hailed as a good roads booster, and it was: but 
its militant successor, the automobile, has de- 
veloped more road improvement in this country 
ir the past dozen years than al) other agencies 
achieved in the preceding half-century. As to the 
number oi automobiles now in use, a recent state- 
ment shows that license tags have been issued this 
year in the various states to approximately 750.- 
000 owners of automobiles. Twelve years age 
there were fewer than 3500 ca.s in the country. 
By next year there may be a million. Whereat 
the auto outlaw chuckles mirthsomely. For him 
ii is a case of the mgqre the merrier. 

The discouraging aspect of the matter thus far 
lies in the fact that the knight of the road a 
lx, automobile in America seems to be immune 
from capture. Witness the two most notable 
local instances, In the morning of Feb. 18 last, 
nan hour after midnight, two men entered the 
olumbia Theater in St. Louis, bound and gagged

breke prison after conviction. Ccrmey has just 
been recaptured. Mulcahy is still at large, with 
the police of many states looking for him. 


Alex Johnson, night watchman, and Edward Mal- 
lette, another employe, worked an hour and a 
half in dynamiting the box office safe, took 
$4920, jestingly bestowed five-dollar tips upon 
their prisoners ‘for keeping quiet,” and went 
out. 

Johnson, who was tied to his bed, presently 
heard the cranking of an automobile near the 
Stage entrance. The machine moved away and 
silence fell. Through the streets the auto ban- 
dits passed in their ear, the few policemen on 
duty who saw it taking it for granted that it 
was merely a joy-riding outfit. The auto van- 
ished into the unknown. By daylight the robbery 
was reported. A score of detectives sought the 
trail of the bandits. Presumably they still are 
seeking it, for no arrests have been made in the 
case.. The outlaw auto picked up its own trail 
and carried it away. It’s a habit those outlaw 
autos have. 

Last December the Fast St. Louls auto out- 
law “advented.” This also was a nocturnal vis- 
itation. Three men drove up to “Pop” Blanch- 
ard’s poo! room in a red automobile. They en- 
tered the place, where a big dice game was in 
progress. They might have been fresh players, 
so they were admitted. Large atakes were has- 
arded that night by the dicers. No doubt the ban- 
dits were aware of the fuct, us is the case In the 
usual bank or train robbery. Auto bandits do 
vot blunder, never take things for granted, al- 
Ways make reasonably sure of the presence of 
eash in paying quantities. 

The three men from the red car drew reyol- 
vers und made a hands-np proceeding of the 
¥nine. They took from the players a sum which 
lator was figured up as about $4000.

Like the St. Louis yege- 
men of two months later, they picked up their 
trail and took it along.

from Lincoln. 

Bankers in small towns of Nebraska became so 
alarmed that extraordinary measures were adopted 
@® prevent a recurrence of the criminal outbreak. 
@ech was the vigilance exercised that the gang 
steered clear of that region. Whether the same 

‘ @ave operated at later bank raids elsewhere, 
ta which an automobile figured, is not known. 


Auto bank raiders have broken out in several 
spots within the past year, notably in Kansas end 
Oklahoma. Four men in an automobile stopped 
at the bank in Chautauqua, Kan., one day last 
year and made an attempt to blow the safe. 
They were not successful, but they got away 
without damage to themselves or the machine, 
and left no trace. 

In Oklahoma it has become the rule rather 
than the exception for criminals to reach and 
@epart from the scenes of their crimes by auto- 
mobiles. Several months ago a gang of safe-blow- 


era went by night in an automobile from Okla-- 


homa City to a smal! town in an adjoining coun- 
ty and blew a bank safe. They got away for the 
time, but the remarkable thing about this raid 
was that in the end the identity of the auto 
driver was discovered and several persons were 
arrested. The driver was an excellent chauffeur. 
but a blundering, bad man 

“The list of such crimes in Oklahoma is a long 
one,” says an Oklahoma City police official. 
“Criminals find that the auto moves swiftly, 
leaves no tracks by which a particular vehicle

Bubonic plague is at present epidemic in Porto 
Rico and Cuba. According to a recent report, 
there have been 37 cases of the disease and 20 
deaths on the former island. Missions have been 
abandoned or destroyed, entire communities have 
fled from the face of the pestilence, and scientific 
law, only less stringent than martial law, has 
been declared in the infected areas. Despite a 
vigorous assault upon the rats of tle island, the 
disease is declared to be still on the increase. 

That the plague will eventually enter New York, 
through its shipping trade in the West Indies, is 
the quoted opinion of Col. Jefferson R. Kean, U. 
S. A., member of a committee of military men 
sent from Washington to Porto Rico to report on 
plague conditions. 

“The plague will unquestionably reach New 
York,” said Col. Kean on his arrival at that port 
a few davs azo.

According to experts, St. Louis has the vastest 
rat population for its size of any city in the 
United States. This is said to be due to its long 
river front, supplying the damp retreats in which 
rats best breed; to its plentiful stores of food in 
granaries, public markets and warehouses, and 
also to the tendercy of the city to accept rats as 
a sort of necessary evil, a visitation of Prov’ 
as it were; which cannct be combated. 

Estimates of the rat population of St. Louis 
vary, but even the lowest calculation js enor- 
mous. C. W. Satterfield of 617 North Grand ave- 
nie, who has waged war on rat: for |? 
ia many cities, estimated the rod. ceacus 
at 10,000,000. 

“In every block between the Levee and Forest 
Park,” said he, “you will find an average of 10 
rats to every human being.” 

“For 12 vears I have been professionally en- 
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a single St. 
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gaged in killing rats in many of the large cities 
of the United States, It is my opinion that Si. 
Louis is the most rat-infested community in the 
country. I believe that 10,000,000 would be within 
10,000 of the number of rodents in the city. 

“As for destroying them, I believe little in the 
virtue of cats, dogs or traps. The average dome.- 
ticated cat, pampered and well-fed, will think 
twice before attacking a ferocious rat half its 
size. A trap may catch two or three rats, but 
after that few, if any, of the others in the same 
house can be ensnared. 

‘My method is to spread pieces of- bread doc- 
tored with sulphurous anhydride, carbon di- 
sulphide or hydrocyanic acid. If this bait does 
not take, I use red herring instead of bread. 
These po'sons, when properiy administered, eat 
up the iat’s body until nothing is left but the 
hide and bones. The English Government used 
this method exclusivNy 
plague in India.”

A recent article in McClure’s Magazine calcu- 
lated the number of rats in the United States to 
be five times that of men, women and children. 
This would give St. Louis about 4,000,000 rats. 
Careful statistics taken in England revealed one 
rat to every human being; which would make the 
census of rodent pests in this city nearly 800,000. 
But Satterfield says special conditions in St. Louis 
make these general proportions inapplicable. 

He tells of killing 300 rats on the ninth. floor of 
Louls skyscreper. During the wee 
small hours of one morning he saw hundreds 
of rats holding high carnival on the floors and 
over the stalls of a public market. In one store- 
house rats cut into 350 sacks of grain in a sin- 
gle night.

“Tf a man can iive in rodent-free surroundings,” 
wrote Dr. Rucker, ‘he need have no fear of plague, 
because if there be no rodents there can be no 
recent parasites, and for all practical purposes 
the flea may be considered the common carrier of 
the disease from rodent to rodent, and from ro- 
det to man. The eradication of bubonic 
plague, therefore, means the eradication of ro- 
dents. Every citizen may help make the United 
states plague-proof by helping to exterminate all 
rats.”

Engineer Robert F. Jackson, who pulls a heavy 
freight around the famous Horseshoe Curve of the 
Pennsylvania, had remarked on the witness stand: 

“If I did that 1 would very likely be on the 
carpet.” 

“You will have to explain that,” said Chairman 
Straus. 

“Why, your honors,” replied the engineer, 
“while the Pennsylvania furnishes very nice rest- 
houses, they don’t usually put carpets on the 
fioor, but as a rule they do have carpets in the 
office. So when we go to the office we are on 
the carpet. There is nothing that galls a railroad 
man so much.-

For one thing, he learned . 
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gineers. “‘The proudest boast a railroad man has 
is that he has put in so many years of service 
and has never been called in on the carpct.” 

To keep from being called in on the carpet an 
engineer has to do what the late Lewis Carroll 
would have described as “a number of things.” 
Several veteran engineers told the arbitration 
commission just what these things are in their 
individual cases. The object of the commission 
was to hear both the engineers’ and the railroad 
managements’ sides and settle the controversy 
brought about by-the demand of the men east of 
Chicago and north of the Ohio River for an 
increase of 25 per cent in wages and a standard- 
ization of pay. The wages of the men in the 
South and West are higher and there is no com- 
plaint from these sections. About 30,000 en- 
gineers are concerned directly in the inquiry. 
This was why the engine drivers were called 
upon to tell their stories. The commission 
wanted to know what duties were required of 
them and how much they got for the work. 

One of the engineers who testified was Dean R. 
Wood, who takes the New York Central’s 18-hour 
New York-to-Chicago train between Syracuse and 
Albany, 148 miles, in 162 minutes. Wood is 43 
years old and has been an engineer 25 years. 

“We can only go through Syracuse at eight 
miles an hour,” he said, “and there are nine 
other slow-downs, so that we have to run about 
70 to 75 miles an hour to get in on time. In the 
148 miles we meet 15k. stop signals which I must 
locate in all kinds of weather, and if any of them 
is out of order, I have to report the number of 
the signal when we get in.” 

Replying to a question as to what he feared

most on his run, Wood said it was the “‘buckling”’ 
of a slow freight traveleng in the same direction 
on the adjoining track. “If an air brake or a 
wheel’ bursts as you go by, it’s all up.” 

Wood explained in detail What an engineer 
has to do before and after his run. “I am called 
a” 12:15 a. m. and get to the roundhouse an hour 
later. I examine the bulletin boards, look over 
the engine, give it a thorough examination and 
sign the time slips. A hostler taxes the engine 
out for coal and water and I ride with him to the 
depot. There | compare my watch with a stand- 
ard clock, oil up, try the brakes, put on the steam 
heat, compare my watch with the conductor’s, get 
any orders from him that he has, and we are 
ready to start. 

“We get to Albany at 6:47 o’clock, and there | 
take the engine to the house, give it a general in. 
spection, make a verbal repert-to a clerk, sign 
for orders, wire a telegraph report and report to 
the chief signalman any signal fa-luies.” 

Wood said his pay was $186 a month, or $12.45 
cents a round trip. 

For $123 a month C. B. Gallagher, 51 years old, 
for 30 years an engineer on the Boston & Maine 
Railrced, makes the run between High River 
Junction, Vt., and Springfield, Mass., as his tes- 
timony showed. Gallagher said he has to watch 
220 signals in the 123 miles, besides being con- 
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fionted with the necessity of remembering two 
distinct sets of rules. Part of bis run is over the 
Vermont Central, he explained. 

M. K. Parker of the Pennsylvania makes the 
run between Jersey City and Washington, 222 
miles, in 5 hours and 29 minutes going and 4 
hours and 47 minutes returning, including stops 
and “slow-downs.” He told the commission that 
he must watch 550 signals each way and must 
remember instructions from five division super- 
intendents. Between Jersey City and Wilmington 
Parker flashes by signals from five seconds to one 
minute apart, all of which he must observe, un- 
derstand and obey. He makes 10 round trips a 
month and receives about $185. 

The constantly growing number of signals and 
their complicated character are literally the 
nightmare of.the engineer's life. On bright, 
clear days he can see these easily and read them 
with remarkable accuracy, because their great, 
flaring flanges stand out in bold relief, their 
colors clear and distinct. But the night signals 
are given by lights, the correct reading of which 
puts the locomotive driver to great strain, es: 
pecially when, as is often the case, there are 
more than two to the mile and they flash past.

They constitute the orders under which 
he runs, and it is no wonder that he wears out 
in less than ten years interpreting them. 

Have you ever observed that nearly all, if 
not all, the disastrous rear-end collisions occur 
at night or, if by day, during rain and snow 
storms when the clouds and fog and haze ob- 
scure the vision? The cause is almost invariably 
the inability to read the fast-passing signals, 
the real dread of speedy night or bad weather 
running. 


A Sun¢ay Post-Dispatch reporter saw the actual 
“man in the cab” at the St. Louis Union Station 
aifd talked with him for a few minutes just he- 
fore he pulled out on the first leg of the Penn- 
sylvania’s 24-hour New Yorker for Terre Haute, 
Ind. This engineer, G. E. Duffy, is 40 years old 
and has been in the service 20 years, firing for six 
years ard running engines since 1898. 

Though a man of average build, Engineer Duffy 
looked pigmied beside his titanic locomotive as he 
leaned against the pilot and talked. Back of the 
engine was a long string of splendid coaches.

The death records have 
been closely examined, but no trace of their 
names can be found. It is believed that they 
could throw light upon the case. 

Search of the Lindloff residence following the 
death of her son resulted in the finding of the 
large crystal ball, which the seeress said was 
worth $500. She said she bought it from Mrs. 
Anna D. Haubka, 333 South Dearborn street, and 
used it in her spiritualistic seances.
